November t. . 

The railroad oftlciaia are preparing 
to llgbt It put. They are annoimdng 
that freight rates will be reduced In 
proportion to the wage reductions. Al- 
ready aome of th* roads are advertis- 
ing for engineers and trainmen to go 
to woric October to, with guarantee of 
permanent i>oeitions. There are miu 
liOMI of (die men In the country and 
these probably will be ^standing In line 
Mra. 1 for the vacant places. ' i, . . .■ 
Mrs. I A railroad striko now Is Mkt aa ser^ 
lous as Jt waa i!0 y«irs ago. Motor 
trucks l)y ihe thousands and tena of 
thouaands. and automobiles by the 
hundreds of thouaanda will take oare 
of the absolute necessttiee of \ht cities 
and country In genera).

OeC It.— Fire originat- 
ing If Robert McClure's realdence 
de\-astated th<p'^ma1ii buuin(,iK section 
of nilltr. The alarm was immedi- 
ately sounded aisl heroic efforls were 
put forth by the'cltlsens of this little 
coal mining city lo check the flamaa, 
hut the Ore had gained such headway 
for awhile the entire city waa doomed, 
but through hard work and nntlrlng 
elTorls of the citlsena the upper part 
of the city woe saved, though not until 
the lire had conaumed nine buildings, 
valued at nearly seventy thousand dol- 
lara The prinolpal and heaviest los- 
ers were Cohen A Btryk department 
atore. their lo-'-^ being eatlmated at 
more than Jio.nuii.OO. The Cohen «r 
Btryk buyers wi-re In Chicago buy- 
ing' fall merchandise and more than 
tlO.OOO worth of brand new fall gooda 
was dsi|troyed. The C. * O. lost their 
station tOgSthor with its contents.

Young Man on Bear Creek

He waa accidentally shot by 
Mrs. .Sophia Church, who playfully 
(pointed a gun At him. The weapon 
»as r.-c!dcr.ta!!y dlschajsgsd. It Is said, 
and death waa almost instantaneous. 

The young man waa popular and 
well respected and his death is deeply 
regretted. Mrs. Church is prostrated 
over the tragedy. 

The funeral waa held on Monday ait 
Tyree Chapel and the body waa laid 
to rest la the family biu-lal ground. 



S. M. McClure 
Seriously Injured in Ac- 
' cident in Huntington 

While on his way to assume his Sab- 
bath duties aa superintendent of the 
Sunday school of Central .M. E. Chumh 
South, 8. M. HoClure. 49, of 1044 Mad- 
Ison-av., was run down and seriously' 
Injured by an unidentified motorist at 
>:16 o'clock Sunilay; morning. Mr. Mc- 
Clure waa atruek by an automobile, 
aald to have been speeding, as he 
crossed Jefferson-av... at . B&eventh-st. 
His eleven-year-old dMtrhter, Eliza- 
beth, standing on the curbstone, saw 
her father's body tossed Into the air 
by the machine, which dlnappeared to- 
ward the western limits of the city 
Without stopping to aid the victim. At 
a late hour that night, pohee had been 
unable to ascertain the Identity of the 
car or its driver. 

Mr. McClure'H rlKbt Iok nnd right 
shoulder were fractured and he had 
suffered also a slight fracture of the 
skull. It was stated after he had been 
removed to the Kesaler- Hatfield hos- 
pital In Ihe car of a passerby. He will 
recover, barring unforseen compUoa- 
tlons, said hospital anthorltlea. 7%e 
leg waa broken below the knee when a 
wheel of t^ie car paaaed over It. 

Although the hapiM'nIng waa seen by 
a number of eye-witnesses none waa 
able to give definite description of the 
myatarlous automobile. One man sus- 
pected of having been the driver hf the 
car waa queatloned by the police, but 
he waa not placed under arreet, hav- 
Ing.oftered an unimpeachable aHhi, It 
was Said. 

The neighborhood In which the vic- 
tim lives was thrown Into a state of 
indlgatlon by the afTair and its shadow 
waH murUe<l ut aervicee at the church 
of which he was a member and oftir 
cial. Mr. MoClure. a carpenter, has 
long been held In high esteem In the 
community In wiSlcn he Uvea and many 
condolences and offem of asalHtance in 
obtaining the arrest of the driver uf 
the mysterious car were received by 
his family yesterday. He Is married. 
an<i has two ohildren. Donajd and 
Elizabeth. 

With the latter, Mr. McClure left bis 
residence for Sunday school services. 
At the street comer where the acci- 
dent occurred, he left the child upon 
tl;e ourb, because he feared he would 
be late and her small legs could not 
take'ihe Rtrldex his were capable of
